ASKS FOR LEGISLATION

CALLED FOB LABOR DAY 


Washington, D. C., August 29.—President Wilson laid 
the 


railway strike situation before congress at 2:30 o'clock this after- 


noon in an address to both houses assembled in joint session. The 
president told congress of his efforts to bring the railroad manst- 
prs and the men into some sort of an agreement, and, saying he 
was powerless to do more, he asked congress to 
enact 
certain 


specific legislation to deal with the situation now and in the futnre. 


Pointing otit the distress and hardships which a nation-wide 


strike would bring upon the country, the president asked congress 
to empower him to draft into the service of the United States the 
very managers and men who have been unable to adjust their dif- 
ferences so that the government may operate the railroads in 


case of military necessity. 


"He proposed that congress first, enlarge the membership of 


the Interstate Commerce Commission to equip it to deal with large 
stations; second, that an eight-hour day be established for 
all 


trainmen in Interstate Commerce; third, that a commission investi- 
gate the effect of the eight hov.r, but 
without 
recommendation, 


that the public may learn from a disinterested source of the merits 


of the question; fourth, that the interstate commerce commission 
consider the increased cost of the eight hour day in making rates; 
md, fifth, amend the mediation law td prevent strikes or lockouts 


v,hile industrial disputes are being investigated. The sixth propo- 
ssl was that the president be empowered to operate the railways in 


case of military necessity. How these recommendations are to 
be 


earned out President Wilson left entirely in the hands of congress. 


STKIKE CALLED FOR LABOR DAY 


Just before the president went to address congress it became 


hovrn that the strike leaders had positively called the strike for 


Labor Day unless a favorable settlement was reached before and 
thit the negotiations between the managers and men

HUT'S MESSAGE 
ON THE II. 


Washington, D. C., August 29.—President Wilson 
laid the 


threatened railway strike before congress today in an address to 
both houses assembled in joint session. He spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: 


"I have come to you to seek your assistance in dealing with a 


very grave situation which has arisen out of the demand of the 
employees of the railroads engaged in freight train service, that 
they be granted an eight-hour working day, safeguarded by pay- 
ment for an hour and a half of service for every hour of work he 
yond the eight. 


"The matter has been agitated for more than a year. The pub- 


lic has been made familiar with the demands of the men and the 
arguments urged in favor of thcnij and even more familiar with, 
the objections of the railroads and their counter demand that cer- 
tain privileges now enjoyed by their men and in cases of payment 
worked out through many years contest be reconsidered, espec- 
ially in their relation to the adoption of an eight hour day. The 
matter came some three weeks ago to a final issue and resulted in 
a complete deadlock between the parties. The means provided by 
law for the mediation of the controversy failed and the means of 
arbitration for which the law provides were rejected. • 


The representatives of the railway executives proposed that 


the demands of the men be submitted in their entirety to arbitration 
along with certain questions of readjustment as.to pay and condi- 
tions of employment which seemed to them to be either closely as- 
sociated with the demands or to call for reconsideration on their 
own merits; the men absolutely declined arbitration, especially if 
any of their established privileges were by that means to be drawn 
again in question. The law in the matter put no' compulsion upon 
them. The four hundred thousand men from whom the demands 
proceeded had voted to strike if their demands were refused; tho 
strike was imminent; it has since been set for the 4th of September 
next. 


WOULD BEING NATIONAL CALAMITY 


"It affects the men who man the freight trains on practically 


every railway in the country. The freight service throughout the 
United States must stand still until their places are filled, if, in- 
deed, it should prove possible to fill them at all. Cities will be cut 
off from their food supplies, the whole commerce of the nation will 
be paralyzed, men of every sort and occupation will be thrown out 
of employment, countless thousands will in all likelihood 
be 


brought, it may be, to the very point of starvation, and a tragical 
national calamity brought on, to be added to the other distresses 
of the time, because no basis of accommodation or settlement has 
been found. 


"Just as soon as it became evident that mediation under ex- 


isting law had failed and that arbitration had been rendered im- 
possible by the attitude of the men, I considered it my duty to 
confer with the representatives of both the railways and the broth- 
erhoods, and myself offer mediation, not as an arbitrator, 
but 


merely as spokesman of the nation in the interest of justice and as 
a friend of both parties, only as the representative of one hun- 
dred millions of men, women and children who would pay 
the 


price, the incalculable price, of loss and suffering should these few 
men insist upon approaching and concluding the matters in con- 
troversy between them merely as employers and employees rather 
than as patriotic citizens of the United States.

ing a road as defects appear, or wear affects it, the practice « to 
wait until it gets intolerably bad or a delegation catches the ear 
of the commissioners properly attuned, and then the road is re- 
paired its whole distance, with utter disregard of whether it is 
good in the major part or not.

Thirdly:—The failure to use anything like the proper material. 


Sand is not recognized as a superlative construction material, but a 
lot of it, or gravel that soon 'grinds into sand, goes on the roads ol 
Scioto county.

Fourth—Mere waste; over-building 
and 
under-building. 


Bridges and culverts are erected in many instances where they are 
not called for by the demands of traffic, at other times -they are 
not adapted to requirements and there is 
much 
reconstructing 


inadG necessary. 


Fifth—Neglect of proper supervision and care; this leads lo 


the county not getting a fair return for the money it expends. 
There are too many fellows after easy county money and they too 
often get it easy.

Sixth—Too many aud insistent demands upon the commis- 


sioners. Delegations fairly swarm to every meeting of the board 
and bedevil and threaten the commissioners with 
political and

come to town they would have.it in better condition

°" This point we would have clearly understood. When we say 
4500000 has been spent on the roads in the past six years, to scant 
purpose we have no reference whatsoever, to the permanently im- 
proved highways and the bridge across the Scioto. These are im- 
provements worth while, but not included in the expenditure of 
*500000 Adding the cost of these Scioto county has, with state 
aid spent around a million dollars for road improvements m six 
years 
We can't brick every foot of highway in the county, but 


we can by judicious expenditure improve all the mam roads with 
cinder and macadam, accomplishing this all in a comparatively 
short time and without putting any more .burden upon the tax- 
pavcr than he now carries.

AS TO THE COUNTY ROADS 


That is a most readable article on roads, contributed by Joe7 


Mitchell and appearing elsewhere in this issue, aud it contains a 
deal of illuminating truth. -Somehow an impression has 
become 


fixed in the minds of the people that the county 
commissioners 


have no duties other than those that appertain to county roads and 
there is a growing disposition to saddle off every 
cowpath and 


wood's trail onto them as highways, this process transferring the 
burden of expense and maintenance from the 
township to 
the 


county. Their success at this explains why "some 
townships 
no 


longer find it necessary to levy a road tax. Of course, the net re- 
sult is more cost to the county at large. 


Approximately there are six hundred miles of county roads 


now when there ought to be no more than half that mileage. Some 
think every road shonld belong to the county, in truth, they 
are 


most insistent on that point, but they overlook tbe fact that all 
cities and incorporated villages tax solely themselves to improve 
and maintain their own streets and alleys. 
But standing 
for 


the aggregate of COO miles of county roads, the wonder grows, in 
the light of figures offered by Jlr. -Mitchell, that those GOO miles, 
with the exception of about 15 bricked and concrete arc generally 
in such poor condition. 
If we get him right, in the past six or 


seven years, something near a half million 
dollars 
has 
been 


spent on the roads, over $300 to the mile. 'Where has the money 
gone? -Where have the roads gone? 


We can't answer definitely, but we do believe there are a half 


dozen causes that contribute to the deplorable condition of the 
roads: 


First:—They are not intelligently buildcd or repaired; a road 


should have right crowning aud drainage. 


Secondly:—Ijack of timeliness in repairing; instead of mend- 


ing a road as defects appear, or wear affects it, the practice is to 
wait until it gets intolerably bad or a delegation catches the ear 
of the commissioners properly attuned, and then the road is re- 
paired its whole distance, with utter disregard of whether 
it 
is 


good in the major part or not. 


Thirdly:—The failure to use anything like the proper material. 


Sand is not recognized as a superlative construction material, but a 
lot of it, or gravel that soon grinds into sand, goes on the'roads of 
Scioto county. 


Fourth:-—Slcre 
waste; 
over-building 
and 
under-building. 


Bridges and culverts are erected in many instances where they are 
not called for by the demands of traffic, at other times they are 
not adapted to requirements and there is 
much 
reconstructing 


made necessary. 


Fifth:—Neglect of proper supervision and care; this leads to 


the county not getting a fair return for the money it 
expends. 


There are too many fellows after easy county money and they too 


often get it easy. 


'Sixth:—Too many and insistent demands upon the commis- 


sioners. Delegations fairly swarm to every meeting of the' board 
and bedevil and threaten the commissioners with 
political 
and 


other damnation unless they grant their demands for aid. Oft times 


if delegations would put half, the time on the road that it takes to 
conic to town they would have it in better condition • than it is 
ioing to be in years to come. All of which means there is too little 
spent on important pikes and too much on mere 
neighborhood 


outlets. 


This point we would have clearly understood,.. When we say 


fclM.OOO has been spent on the roads in the past six years, to'scant 
purpose, we have no reference whatsoever, to the permanently im- 
proved highways and the bridge across the Scioto. These are, im- 
provements worth while, but not included in the expenditure, of 
ftllll.OOO. Adding the cost of these Scioto county has, with state 
aid, spent around a million dollars for road improvements in six 
years. AVe can't brick every fool of highway in the county, but 
we can by judicious expenditure improve all the, main roads with 
cinder and macadam, accomplishing this all in a 
comparatively 


short time and without putting any more burden upon the tax- 
payer than he now carries. To this end the solution of no great 
problem is involved; it is simply the avoidance of 
waste, 
which 


ought to be easy.
